cial world over the tim e for the settle­ 
ment of debts made during the year 
Is at hand. 
Under the pressure of 
foreign creditors, the local merchant 
and banker is calling for his own as 
a prerequisite to his staying in busi­ 
ness. and his call is represented la 
printed and figured sl»ps of paper sent 
out to the ones ow ing as their state­ 
ment of accounts. 
The statements are 
sent for no idle purpose aud may be 
interpreted to mean that the merchant 
or bunker who sent them needs and 
wants his money because somebody 
higher up is pressing him to pay up. 
But how can he pay when debtors 
persist in tearing up and ignoring the 
statements? 
One way he can pay and 
that is to hand the sam e kind of treat­ 
ment back to those who secured and 
made use of his goods or money and 
then refused to respond when they 
should have done so. 
And the char­ 
acter of that treatm ent won’t prove 
at all beneficial for its recipients. 
Not only is there reported to be a 
prevalence of the class igoring of the 
obligation to settle up, but cases of 
the selling of mortgaged property are 
said to he showing up.
